He 
was only heard ſpoken of 1n the 
World ; and never honour, nor 
vertue had a better Example.

There 
wanted ſomething, to his felicity 
which recdred him as all other 
Men. He had Married a Wite of 
an Illuſtrious Birth, of a Merit as 
great as her Zirth, and far more 
than can: be. expreſied ; But by 
whom afreriten Years Marriage, 
he had net had a Chi, and 
thatdilplezſure alone infected all 
that there was 2grceal!c in the. 
Glorxous State of Is Lite. Vows, 
Prayers and Alms were not ſpa- 
red, the 1ta/i27; are much given 
torhem: A: laſt Heaven icemed 
to be moved, and tent him a 
Daughter 2s Fair 3nd as Perfect, 
as: 
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Cur). 
as if ſhe had come from Heaven 
it ſelf, This good Prince, f1g- 
nalized his Joy by a Fortnights 
Fealt, which he oral 'dthrough 

all his Territory , but which was 
cruelly interr upted by the Death 
of the Marchionels, thi happen- 
ed a few days after her being 
brought to Bed, There was ne- 
ver {een 1n folittle a time ſo much 
Joy and fo much Grict as 1n the 
Heart of that Prince,who paſho- 
nately lovin? his Wite, payed 
very der by {o {enſible a lols, for 
the PreſentHeaven had juſt made 
him. He would have abandoned 
himſelf a thoutand times to his 
de!ſpair,without the extream ten- 
derneſs he hid already concetv- 
ed ior that Infant, whom he look- 
ed upon as a Succour that had ' 
been ſent kim irem above,2gainſt 
the misfortune that was to hap- 
pen to him. It was without

doubt the only thing that could 
render him capable of ſome rea- 
ſon, and make him ſurvive the 
Death of fo aimable a Prin- 
cels, 

Bri{craa, it was thus, they cal- 
ied that Child, who had promi- 
ſed ſo much Beauty the firſt days 
of her Birth, made appear,with 
the ſuccours of fome Years, a 
thouſand times more than could 
have bzen hoped. All ſeem'd to 
avgment in her jrom moment to 
moment, and the Charms of her 
Perſon, that would not have 
been ſaid, atthe Age of ten or 
twelve Years, that they couid 
have mounted to a higher point 
of perfection, encreaſcd after in 
luch a manner, that every gay 
one found in her ſome new Sub- 
ject of &Admiration. Her gate

There was hardly a 
young Prince or Lord in Exrepe, 
who thought not himleif vblized 

in 
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in Honour, to mik2 thither a 
Voyage, as a neceflary point to 
the reputation of a well-bred Per- 
ſon ; and Monarchs, who could 
not ſo far diſpence with them- 
felves, took care to fend thither 
their Limners, to have the P1- 
Eture of that fair Princeſs. From 
thence it came, that the Court 
of Montferrat, which had been 
formerly one of the leaſt of 7tah, 
was one of the molt numerous, 
as.well as the moſt gallant.of Es: 
rope, The Marquels, a Prince 
who very well underſtood him- 
felt m all things, eatertained 
Pecple there, with ſo much 
Sweetnels and Generofity, that it 
was {till a new Charm to invite 
Strangers (hither, 

Sc fair a Princeſs, Hrireſs of a 
State as that of eMortferrar, was 
without dovbe a brave Match 
for what Prince foever. Several 


had. 
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had already aſpired to her : but 
the Marqueſs, who extreamly 
loved her, or rather, who loved 
nothing in the World but that 
Daughter, was not able to part 
with her ſo ſoon. 

Amongft all the Illuftrious 
Pretenders, was feet Lewis of 
Bavaria, Count Palatine of the 
Rhine, eldeſt Son of the Ele@or 
of that Name. Thus Prince who 
might aſpire” to fo fair a Cons 
queſt, made apferFn that Court 
an extraordinary 'tmagn!icence in 
all things, and made his Love 
much talked of, He was hand- 
{ſome, well made, and had Wit : 
But there was {cen 1n him a kind 
of {ufficiency 1nd contempt of all 
cthers, which mace him not 
much beloved. efpecially by the 
Princeſs, who could not hinder 
her (eli 1n the lezſt Rancounrers, 
from ſhowing him how little In- 

clination

clination ſhe had for him. This 
Prince was not at alldiſcouraged, 
he had more Ambition than 
Love, and that firſt Paſſion 15 not 
uſed to turn things to its dilad- 
vantage : he dayly invented new 
Parties of Hunting, Dancing, 
Maſquerading, Turnaments, and 
other the like Divertilements : 
wherein -he always wone the 
Prize, as well of Gallantry as of 
bravery, ſpending at a rate that 


ruined all thoſe who would umi- 
Tate him. All theſe adyantarmnaes | 
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rendred him fierce and proud, he 
being likewiſe naturally fo, inſo- 
much that he made himſelf in- 
ſupportable to all the World. But 
Fortune, who ſometimes pleaſes 
her ſelf with reverſes, to abate 
the pride of thoſe who too much 
flatter themſelves with their hap- 
py Succeſſes, made him meet 
with a Gentleman more ſtrong

veried him in &l his Deſigns, 

It was at a famous Turnament 
that this began, and of which the 
Princeſs was to glve the Prize, 
The Count Palatine had already 
done all there rhat could be ex- 
pected from a Gentleman, ſo per- 
tect as he. There was no body 
more came to diſpute with him 
the Prize, and the Princeſs was 
upon the point of delivering it 
him ; when they ſaw a M-n en- 
rer INTO tne pace, WHIT ail 
rable Countenance,and the good 
Air he had on H-rie-back, made 
all People at thit inſtant judg he 
was no common Perion.
